rr»HE old reasons for doing your Christ- 
•*• mas shopping early are too well known 
to need repetition. It's unfair to already 
overwoi-ked clerks to wait until the last 
day to dash around to the stores for this 
and that and a dozen other things. 
It's 


being thoughtless of the overworked postal 
employes to wait until two days before 
Christmas to mail Christmas packages. It's 
.easier on your nerves and disposition gen- 
erally to do your shopping before the last, 
hectic days. 


In fact, these reasons are so well known 


and have been blazoned so repetitiously 
npon the pages of newspapers for years 
that they are now regarded as hackneyed 
•tuff and nobody pays any attention to 
them. 


But there is a real reason this year to 


'do your Christmas shopping as early as it 
Still can be done, and it has nothing to do 
with sentiment or good fellowship. 
It 


is merely this: Christmas business, every- 
where, has been so far ahead of all expec- 
tations that some lines are already ex- 
hausted in some stores, and many others 


be momentarily in many stores. 


DOUBLE TAXATION 


TT is significant, though by no means sur- 


prising, that the Treasury Department 


Should reveal, following an intensive five- 
year survey, that American citizens are to 
a large extent the victims of double taxa- 
tion. The departmental probe has disclos- 
ed, indeed, that added tribute is paid to 
the Federal Government on two-thirds of 
the taxes collected by the States. 


Here, certainly, is a fiscal problem that 


tails for early solution. Tax oppression 
will become increasingly aggravated so 
long as the various divisions of govern- 
ment keep horning in on the same sources 
of revenue. 


Precisely how these sources of govern- 


mental income can be divided so as to 
avert double taxation and at the same time 
provide for basic Federal, State and local 
services is admittedly a baffling problem. 
But a consistent effort must be made to 
wolve it if the tax load is to be equitably dis- 
tributed. 


One suggestion is that the Federal Gov- 


ernment concentrate on the larger income 
and estate groups, leaving the smaller to 
the lesser units of public administration 
where regulatory control is easier because 
it comes closer to home. 


But whatever is done to eliminate pres- 


ent inequities, there should be a sustained 
'drive against double taxation. The aver- 
age citizen is already so over-burdened 
•with the cost of living that he simply can- 
not afford to pay twice or thrice at every 
turn.

When his sister came in a little 


later, she found him dead. 


This is probably as near a de-

Many physicians have de- 


scribed diseases in their own per- 
son and added greatly 
to our 


knowledge thereby. 
The first ac- 


count of hay fever was that writ- 
ten by John Bostock, a doctor who 
described his own case. I have in 
my files a wonderful description of 
a lifetime with migraine in his 
own person described by Dr. Sid- 
ney Kuh. 
Also a description of 


practically a lifetime of angina by 


Dr. E. Fletcher Ingalls of Chicago. 
The last words Dr. Ingalls wrote 
were, "The pain finally attacks the 
vagus and the heart is stopped, 
stung to death by pain." A month 
after 
this 
was 
published, Dr. 


Ingalls was dead.

A graphic 
account, although 


fictional, is that in the story called 
"The Surgeon Talks" in "Round 
the Red Lamp": "Men die of the 
diseases which they have studied 
most. . . . You couldn't have a 
clearer case than that of poor old 
Walker of St. Christopher's. . . .

I was his clinical assistant at the 
time. 
Walker was lecturing on 


locomotor ataxla to a wardful of 
youngsters.

that one of the early signs of the 
complaint was that the patient 
could not put his heels together 
with his eyes shut without stag- 
gering. As he spoke, he suited the 
action to the word.

Then, when he could not co-ordi- 
nate his muscles to write, he dic- 
tated to his nurse. So died, In the 
odour of science, James Walker,
